G-20 summit in Sari Nagar: Implications for 
the World. 


Sari Nagar, a disputed region between Pakistan and India since 1947 
that India most recently annexed on August 5, 2019, will host the G-20 
meeting. Due to the disputed nature of this region, Pakistan strongly 
criticizes and condemns it. According to who controls it, the entire 
Kashmir region may be divided into three sections: Indian Controlled 
Kashmir (ICK), Pakistan Controlled Kashmir (PCK), and China Controlled 
Kashmir (CCK). The entirety of Kashmir, with the exception of CCK, is 
disputed territory between Pakistan and India, and as such, neither 
country is allowed to unilaterally modify its special status, in 
accordance with UN and UN Security Council resolutions. However, 
India unlawfully annexed the ICK to India by constitutional 
amendments, nullifying the special status that had previously been 
granted to it under Articles 35 and 370, in violation of UN and UN 
Security Council resolutions. India has decided to have the G-20 
meeting at Sari Nagar because she now views ICK as being as mucha 
part of India as any other city is, and she wants the rest of the world to 
agree. 


Pakistan, on the other hand, fiercely objected to and opposed this 
action by India on the grounds that India had unilaterally and unlawfully 
invaded a disputed region and as a result, India was not authorized to 
hold an international conference there. Dr. Akram Munir, the Pakistani 
ambassador to the UN, raised vociferous objections during the UN 
general assembly and pleaded with the world community to stop India 
from carrying out its unlawful activity. He spoke with other 
international authorities and asked them to pay attention to this 
unlawful activity that would be carried out on the grounds of a 


contentious international territory. India, on the other hand, views Sari 
Nagar as a city just like other cities, and as a result, she has enacted 
constitutional amendments in an effort to persuade the world that Sari 
Nagar is no longer contested territory but rather a part of India. The 
residents of ICK refuse to recognize the annexation and view it as a 
violent, unlawful, and coercive action by an aggressive and extremist 
India. 


What would happen if the conference is hosted in Sari Nagar and what 
would that mean for Pakistan, India, and the entire neighbor-hood? The 
annexation has not been acknowledged by the international 
community to this point. If they take up India's invitation and relocate 
there for the summit, it will be clear that all the G-20 members see Sari 
Nagar as an essential part of India. All of the member nations will 
breach international law and UN resolutions by recognizing Sari Nagar 
as an integral part of India, as well as the basic human rights of 
innocent Kashmiris. The globe will be affected significantly by this 
action. The first and most important effect is that Kashmiris will 
unavoidably retaliate—whether it is now, tomorrow, or a hundred 
years later. Another aspect is the worry that Pakistan and India would 
launch a nuclear war, which would have far-reaching effects on the 
whole planet. The third implication is the region's security and 
tranquilly being disturbed for an unforeseen period of time. The fourth 
impact is that any other state with a claim to any area in the globe 
would become more self-assured and use this as a precedent to break 
UN resolutions and unlawfully annex that territory. The fifth implication 
is that the UN and its Security Council will prove themselves to be failed 
organizations as they have no power to implement their resolutions. 
Last but not least, it will further increase enmity between Pakistan and 
India, thereby reducing the chance of bilateral talks in the near future. 


Is there a way forward? Wherever there is an issue, there is a solution. 
If India and the international community want to avoid the horrific 
implications of this summit in Sari Nagar, they must not schedule the 
meeting in a disputed territory. They must not play with the feelings of 
innocent Kashmiris; they must not violate the UN and its Security 
Council resolutions; they must not abet the people of Kashmir for 
retaliation; and they must not ignore the grievances of its neighbour, 
Pakistan. In other situations, both India and the international 
community will face the music. The reason is that it is not only a 
question between Pakistan and India, but it is also a question of 
international law; it is a question of the integrity of the UN and its 
Security Council; it is also a question of human fundamental rights; and 
it is also a question of international peace and security. 


The international world should not disregard Pakistani and Kashmiri 
citizens' concerns on this meeting. These issues are important, and they 
need to be seen through the prism of international law. The fact that 
this conference is taking place in Sari Nagar will convey to the whole 
world that any state may conquer any disputed region, even with force. 
The world will be affected significantly by this message. To demonstrate 
to the world that the UN and its Security Council are still functioning 
organizations and that they are capable of carrying out their 
resolutions, the international community must now wake up. The 
United Nations must demonstrate how it differs from the "League of 
Nations." Additionally, it must demonstrate its objectivity. 
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
